tlaa  of  vcsic  in  the  depertment ;  it  is  noted  that  there  has  been  a  reduction 
of  requisitions  received  which  also  reflects  on  the  mzmber  of  purchase 
orders  vritteno 

ReeommendaticQS  and  Ccmients: 

Vtco  Francis  is  approaching  retirement  age  and  has  doee  a  eom- 
nesdable  Job  through  the  yeairs  in  purchasing  for  the  State  of  Mantcaia* 
His  respoissibilities  have  been  the  procixrenient  of  technical  and  semi- 
technical  ccmnodities  such  as  drugs,  medicines,  printing,  etc«  It 
is  goii:^  to  be  difficult  to  replace  MTo  Francis  because  of  his  vast 
knowledge  in  purchasing,  his  abill^  to  get  his  vosrk  oat  and  faculty  for 
getting  along  with  the  public,  which  in  his  case  is  dealing  wiia&  all 
state  agencies  aiid  with  the  trade  in  general.  Purchasing  has  becoons 
a  specialized  fleM  and  since  our  peosple  annually  spend  serveral  miJULiaiig 
of  dollars  in  purchasing,  it  is  imperative  tbsb  we  be>ve  coinpetent  people 
haadliag  its  affairs.  It  is  ay  opinion  that  this  office  should  start 
looking  for  an  e^^ployee  to  replace  Mr*  Francis  and  when  the  proper  individ- 
ual is  found  that  he  should  be  enjoyed. 
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For  the  i»8t  year  we  had  hoped  to  develop  a  mmaal  of  purchasing 
procedures;  such  &  lasnu^  voold  be  very  beneficial  to  ell  c<H3cen!ed.  'Sas 
vaek.  load  and  limil^d  persormel  has  not  penoitted  this  to  be  dosieo  In 
line  %fith  the  above^  should  a  replacement  for  Mto  Francis  be  eioplqyedj, 
this  vouM  rele^e  Hcc  Francis  from  his  present  duties  and  percdt  him  to 
produce  a  nanual,  train  the  new  estployee  and  to  perhaps  rewrite  and  up 
date  ckq:  purchasing  lavfs  for  presentation  to  the  thirty-ninth  lisgislative 
sessiOQo  Our  purchasixag  departdect  is  also  in  need  of  a  specification 
nsnual  which  vcxiM  also  be  very  beneficial o  Mr.  Francis  could  also  develop 
this  for  circulation  to  the  various  state  agencies »  !Qie  Controllers  bxid- 
get  does  not  provide  moo&y  for  the  additiooa&l  emplqy^ee  wsskti&sed  above « 

Space  is  a  premium  in  the  Capitol  area  aod  as  a  result  of  this 
the  peos>le  ioi.  purely  ing  are  working  under  adverse  coaaditioaso  !Ehere  is 
no  seztiblGasce  of  privacy  for  our  hiQrers  vhich  is  often  important  in  their 
vorko  CoossideratioQ  should  be  given  to  the  review  of  space  a£»i  present 
worldjag  ccraiitione  not  only  In  our  department  but  in  other  departioentSo 
Perhaps  with  a  small  amount  of  re-arranging  aM  shlftljog  around^  greater 
efficiency  could  be  attained » 

It  is  noted  in  the  Examigsers  Goiinients  in  various  reports  that 
discounts  have  been  lost  in  various  amounts  principally  because  claiois 
were  not  expedited  o  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  correct  i£d.»  situatiOQ 
and  I  am  sure  -Ujat  future  reports  by  the  Sxamizser  wiH  reveal  the  results 
of  our  actions o 

The  KxamlTner  has  also  made  mexsstioeL  that  physical  inventories 
at  various  Institutioau  ere  not  complete  end  that  discreisitcies  exist 
between  the  inventory  and  the  general  ledger  accounts »  (Ebte  writer  i^s 
been  aware  of  this  situatica  since  aasxzming  the  office  of  State  ControCller 
anci.  has  been  working  with  the  IBM  peoiple  studying  a  program  of  property 
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coatrolo  The  preeeot  inventory  system  :ls  of  little  value  in  that  ssu^  in- 
ventories are  not  iip  to  date  and  t^iere  is  no  provision  foff  propei-ty  eontrolo 

It  is  zoy  recoomendatioa  that  a  property  control  system  be  estab- 
lished axd  tdiat  complete  Inveatoories  be  taken  aM  values  be  established  on 
all  propert^o

Effective  July  1,  19^«  leglsXatloa  (Chapt;er  6l)  profvlding  foe 
the  removal  of  the  du^  of  escsmlnlog  the  booilffi  end  accounts  CEf  the  custo- 
dial institutlcais  aod  Uoiversity  tmlts  f^om  the  State  Controller  vas  en- 
acted by  the  37th  Sesslom.  leglslatioa  (Chapter  97)  "^^^s  also  enacted 
whereby  the  duties  of  pre-auditing  and  approving  all  liquidated  claiios 
and  maintaining  a  salary  schedule^  formerly  performsd  by  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aoiners,  vere  <^iarged  to  the  State  Coastrollere 

Pxdor  to  the  above  date,  Hie  payroll  of  i:iie  Accounting  Divisioa 
muobered  fourteen  employees,  four  of  -Uiese  people  opexiate  our  IBM  machines o 
While  the  removal  of  the  examining  dul^  entailed  the  loss  of  two  employees, 
I  em  pleased  to  infotrm  you  that,  through  a  re-distributiOE^  of  workload, 
it  was  necessary  far  us  to  add  only  ti>fo  employees  to  perform  the  duties 
of  pre-auditing  claims  and  maintaining  a  salary  schedule  o  Our  payroOLl 
for  the  Acc<KBitlng  Division  is,  and  has  remained,  fourteen  eorployeeso 

Dtiring  the  three  months  prior  to  Jtaly  1,  19^^  ^e  began  a  pro- 
gram of  re-edttcatiog  the  various  State  departmen-to  regarding  the  proper 
subndssiosi  of  claims  for  processing  and  payment,  by  issuing  instructicos, 
samples,  and  rules  and  regulations  focr  submitting  claims  for  payment o 

During  the  1961-62  fiscal  year,  we  have  processed  apppG^ciimtely 

200,000  trazusactioQS,  consisting  of  lU5,0(X)  claims  end  journal  voichers, 

50,000  purchase  orders,  and  3,000  official  receipts<.  All  claims  have  been 

pre-audited,  in  aecardaoce  with  Section  82-109 c 2  of  the  Hevised  Codes  of 

Hoataaa,  as  to  prorper  authorizing  approval,  mathematical  and  clerical 

accuracy,  charged  to  proper  account,  availability  of  fu23ds,  and  legali.ty» 

Moay  of  these  claiiis  were  actually  audited  more  than  coce  due  to  not 

meeting  all  the  above  cocdltioos  which  usde  it  necessary  to  return  them  to 
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the  submlttlag  deparbotent  fcor  catrrectlcn  aod  re-submissloci. 

P?:'actice8  put  iQto  cperatloa  for  tbe  prK^essiiig  and  approval  of 
c2j&iss  haire  re3t2ll;ed  in  a  much  smoother  flou  of  vctrk  through  this  depart- 
aentj  aod  a  store  imtform  traosioittal  of  suich  clalots  to  the  State  Auditor 
for  the  vritiDg  c£  varrants.    Several  mesibers  cf  i3as  State  Auditor's 
staff  have  ecnsmsacted  favorably  ao.  this  facto    CoosecLtxently;  this  has  nede 
it  possible  for  the  State  Auditor  to  deliver  the  varrazr^  to  the  various 
dex^rbneots  ia  imch  less  tiine  thaa  vas  previously  required.    'BilB  has  all 
resulted  In  the  ■reador  receiving  payment  much  sooaaer  after  delivery  than 
in  the  past^,  as&  has  also  resvilted  in  the  State  receiving  discounts  vhich 
bad  not  foru^rly  been  possible,  in  many  cases  e 

In  addition  to  the  prescribed  duties,  ve  also  prepare  lists  of 
vaxrants  issued  for  Incczce  Sax  and  Gasoline  Tax  Retixa^  for  the  State 
Auditor,  and  after  these  x^arrants  have  been  cashed  and  returned,  ve  run 
lists  of  outstanding  trerraots  for  the  Auditor's  records o 

Briefly,,  the  'functions  perfoniaed  by  the  Accounting  Divisicss  ere 
as  foilcirs: 

Assign  nuDibers  to  all  State  Acccm^ts,  whether  cspeated  by  Leg- 
islative appropriaticn  or  receipt  of  flizids  frasa  other  sources;

FuzkL  the  prcpartiooate  shares, 
of  a<m>General  Fund  depertiasHts,  <^  the  cost  of  operating  the 
State  IBK  Division,  as  provided  by  lav. 
Furnish  infotrjnatioa  to,  aasd  assist,  the  Legislative  Assea&ily  as 

reqjaestedj 
Prescribe  aod  supervise,  in  canjimction  with  the  State  Bscamjiasr, 

a  system  of  accounts  aod  cootroOLs. 
As  the  result  of  an  eavaxisQ&weisk  between  the  State  Ataditor  aad  the 
State  Controller,  upon  the  recoCTmeia^ ation  of  the  Budget  Director,  all  State 
Warrants  will  be  prepaxed  on  IBM  egitLptoent  in  the  Accounting  Divisica%,  ef* 
fective  December  1,  I9620  However,  begiimii^  on  Hovember  1,  19^2,  a  pilot 
project  vBa  put  into  operation  whereby  bH  Bl^BCBsy  Bex^rtment  warrants  were 
prepared  c»  IBM.  equipment,  thereby  affopdiag  an  opportuni-ly  of  testing  this 
errangemect  for  c)[^  maa!&i.  before  its  full  utilizaticno  The  Highway  Bepart« 
mant,  in  preparing  i^e  groundwark  for  this  pilot  project,  has  been  most  co- 
opearative.  At  a  meeting  on  November  2,  2S6&g   attended  by  jreps^esentatives 
of  all  departssots  coocemed,  we  were  assured  by  a3J.  present  that  they 
would  co-qperate  to  the  utmost »  A  pxelimlaasy  survey  revealed  that  the 
foOLl.owing  wcmld  be  necessary:  ixro  additional  emplogreesj  one  ^dditicaial  Key 
Punch  Ijachine  azai  oce  additiocifil  Verifier;  replacemessb  of  sosse.  equipment 
with  newer  and  larger  models;  and,  additiossQ.  punch  cards,  a^w  tasta^t   and 
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card  vaxranliSo  !rhe  Increased  costs  of  the  foregoing  vlXL  be  borne  by  tlie 
State  Ai;siitar«  It  is  the  opinion  of  all  co(ti;8erz»sd  that  this  is  a  big  step 
in  the  righ-J;  dlrectiOQ^  and  that  it  viU.  not  only  produce  a  faster,  more 
accixrate  method  of  vriting  varrants  and  eliminate  a  great  amount  of  hand 
work;  but  offers  future  utilization  of  almost  tmllmited  possibilities  <> 

Eeccmnendations : 

Leglslatioa  be  enacted  by  the  33th  Sessicu  to  correct  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Section  1  of  Chapter  127*  Laws  of  1961  (82-1109)  reads  in  p^rfe: 
"All  clairns  against  the  state  shall  cooitain  the  folloifing  statement:  'I 
certify  that  this  claim  is  correct  and  Just  in  all  respects,  and  that 
I^tyioent  ce*  credit  lias  not  been  received. '  Claims  need  not  be  verified 
by  affidavito"  fhe  CcHnpiler's  note  in  the  Revised  Codes  gives  the  fol- 
lowing: "Section  1  of  Chapter  127,  Laws  of  I96I,  purported  to  amend  this 
seetioQo  HcK/ever;  since  the  section  had  been  repealed  by  Section  32, 
Chapter  97*  Laws  of  I961,  the  attes^ted  amendment  was  nugatory  under  the 
provisions  of  section  43-515 <>"  Therefore,  the  above  certificate  is  no 
longer  a  i«rt  of  the  lawo  However,  I  belie'/e  that  it  should  be  ^Jritten 
into  the  Ism,   and  that  all  claims  should  contain  this  cesrtiflcate,  and 
have  mEuLe  it  a  part  of  the  rules  and  regulatioc^  of  this  dex»rtment  until 
such  tiMSi  &3   it  can  be  re-enacted  into  law  by  the  Legislature  o 

Section  2  C59*-70l)  of  the  same  chapter  provides,  in  part: 
"ooothe  trial  balances  of  the  accounts  of  such  state  office,  department, 
biureau  cocmilssicsi,  institution,  university  tinit,  and  agency  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  state  controller<>oooe"  Since  all  of  the  custodi^ 
jjistitutiona  aod  universil^  units,  and  most  of  the  departments  are  examined 
by  the  State  Eb^minev,  the  trial  balances  0^  those  departments,  institutions, 
university  units,  etCe^  should  hi:  transmitted  to  the  State  Eicamixier  rather 
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the  State  Cootrallerft    At  tJie  popesent  -blss,  the  depeurtarsnts,  etco^,  trans- 
mit their  trial  balances  to  the  Coaty<dl.ey  vho,  in  tura,  traasmits  them 
to  the  St^te  Exsuoinerp  thereby  causisg  an  \mnecessary  dels^o
